To  appreciate  Gandhi,  the  book  should  be  read  as 
a  textbook  for  a  philosophy  class.  The  emphasis  on 
Gandhi’s  philosophies  and  religious  theories  not 
only  serves  to  make  the  work  a  biography  but  also  a 
study  on  the  philsophies  of  mankind.  This  is  the 
kmajor  reason  the  novel  has  purpose:  it  is  not  an 
entertaining  story,  but  a  record  of  the  historical 
period. 

Fischer  explains  in  great  detail  the  different  be¬ 
liefs  Gandhi  adhered  to.  Among  those  to  have  a 
lasting  impression  upon  him  was  the  Bhagavad- 
Gita,  the  sacred  book  of  the  Hindus.  Gandhi  refer¬ 
red  to  this  book  as  his  “spiritual  reference  book” 
and  said  “When  doubts  haunt  me,  when  disappoint¬ 
ments  stare  me  in  the  face,  and  I  see  not  one  ray  of 
hope  on  the  horizon,  I  turn  to  the  Bhagavad-Gita, 
and  find  a  verse  to  comfort  me;  and  I  immediately 
begin  to  smile  in  the  midst  of  overwhelming 
sorrow.” 

A  demonstration  of  Gandhi’s  strict,  almost  abu¬ 
sive  discipline  can  be  seen  in  the  fact  that  he  memo¬ 
rized  the  Bhagavad-Gita,  a  poem  of  700  stanzas 
about  the  science  and  practice  of  yoga,  and  did  not 
forget  the  poem  his  entire  life. 

While  Gandhi  was  serving  his  second  jail  term  in 
South  Africa  for  protesting  the  Transvaal  immigra¬ 
tion  ban,  he  studied  Henry  David  Thoreau’s  “Civil 
Disobedience.”  The  essay  and  other  writings  of 
Thoreau  were  to  leave  an  impact  on  Gandhi  that 
■  was  imprinted  upon  his  later  actions  and  protests. 

Like  Gandhi,  Thoreau  believed  in  the  ability  to 
correct  the  evils  of  the  majority,  Fischer  says. 
Quoting  Thoreau,  Gandhi  stated:  “The  Only  obliga¬ 
tion  which  I  have  the  right  to  assume  is  to  do  at  any 
time  what  I  think  right.” 

And  like  Gandhi,  Thoreau  believed  in  passive 
disobedience  and  that  in  disobeying  a  law,  one  must 
pay  the  consequence.  Gandhi  would  do  so  steadily 
for  the  rest  of  his  life  to  pay  for  unjust  laws  on  moral 
grounds. 

Fischer’s  book  is  a  complete  biography.  It  takes 
the  reader  from  the  ordinary  days  of  Gandhi’s 
youth  to  the  moments  of  his  death.  Yet,  this  book  is 
merely  a  condensation  from  Fischer’s  500-page 
biography,  “The  Life  of  Mahatma  Gandhi.” 

That  book  also  is  not  new,  being  published  in 
1954.  It  is  not  deeply  moving;  it  is  the  report  of  a 
deeply  moving  man,  Mahatma  Gandhi.  Thus,  Fis¬ 
cher  has  served  as  an  objective  observer,  giving  us 
the  facts,  honestly  and  accurately.  What  the  reader 
feels  towards  Gandhi  is  not  prompted  by  Fisher’s 
writing  but  by  his  research  and  historical  accounts.

3  no  charm  for  Cougar

The  Runnin’  Utes  didn’t  live  up  to  their 
name  Saturday  night  in  the  Marriott  Cen¬ 
ter,  crawling  at  a  snail’s  pace  in  three 
overtimes  to  edge  the  Cougars  64-62. 

“We’d  never  get  23,000  fans  here  if  we 
played  that  kind  of  basketball,”  com¬ 
mented  BYU  Coach  Frank  Arnold. 
Arnold  was  referring  to  the  Ute’s  heavy 
use  of  stalling  tactics  during  the  three 
overtimes  and  much  of  regulation  play. 

But  stalling  wasn’t  the  only  thing  Utah 
did  well. 

The  Utes  shot  50  percent  from  the  floor 
and  80  percent  from  the  line,  (90  percent  i 

thp  first  half)  pnrrmarpH  tn  RVTFs  A9  Q  on 


the  first  half)  compared  to  BYU’s  42.9  and 
71.4  averages.  The  rest  of  the  stats  — 
rebounds,  fouls,  turnovers  —  made  BYU 
the  winner  on  paper.  But  the  game  is  play¬ 
ed  on  wood  and  not  parchment. 

“We  didn’t  play  well  the  whole  ball- 
game,”  said  Arnold.  “Our  mistakes  lost 
the  game.” 

Utah  scored  the  first  basket  after  two 
minutes  of  possession  and  two  missed 
shots. 

The  Cougars  played  catch-up  for  the 
next  seven  minutes,  falling  behind  by  as 
many  as  five  before  pulling  ahead  11-10  on 
a  Devin  Durrant  behind-the-back  alley- 
oop  with  11:08  left  in  the  half. 

The  lead  changed  hands  eight  times  be¬ 
fore  the  half  was  over,  with  BYU  leading 
by  five,  the  biggest  lead  of  the  game,  with 
4:16  left.  Durrant  gave  the  Cougars 
another  five-point  advantage  with  a  pair  of 
free  throws  at  3:31. 

A  trio  of  Cougar  fouls  enabled  Utah  to 
fight  back  and  tie  the  game  at  the  half 
29-29. 

BYU  came  on  strong  at  the  beginning  of 
the  second  half,  scoring  four  unanswered 
points  before  Pete  Williams  hit  from  the 
top  of  the  key  for  the  Utes.  Williams  kept 
Utah  in  the  game,  scoring  10  of  their  first 


12  second-half  points. 

Durrant  scored  both  ends  of  a  one-and- 
one  on  a  foul  that  sent  Ute  starter  Chris 
Winans  out  of  the  game,  to  put  BYU  ahead 
by  four  with  5:42  left. 

The  Cougars  then  made  some  errors 
that  cost  them  the  lead  and  the  game  in  the 
final  five  minutes.  Greg  Kite  missed  two 
free  throws  with  1:06  left  in  regulation. 

Pace  Mannion  put  in  two  free  throws  for 
the  Utes’  final  points  in  regulation  after  he 
was  fouled  by  Brian  Taylor  with  41 
seconds  remaining.  Durrant  scored  the 
last  bucket  for  the  Cougars  with  24 
seconds  on  the  clock.  He  missed  the  free 
throw  on  the  foul  he  drew  to  leave  the 
score  knotted  at  49. 

BYU  nabbed  the  tip  in  the  first  over¬ 
time,  but  a  turnover  by  Taylor  gave  the 
Utes  possession  for  more  than  a  minute, 
with  Williams  scoring  on  a  drive  at  3:51. 

Taylor  then  hit  from  the  top  of  the  key  to 
tie  it  up  at  51. 

Durrant  hit  a  pair  of  free  throws  off  a 
foul  that  sent  Utah’s  George  Furgis  to  the 
showers.  A  long  jumper  by  Williams  with 
nine  seconds  left  in  the  OT  kept  the  Utes  in 
the  game  and  when  Durrant  failed  to  con¬ 
nect  with  three  seconds  left,  the  contest 
went  into  its  second  overtime. 

After  Brett  Applegate  and  Mannion 
each  scored,  the  Utes  took  possession  of  a 
BYU  turnover  and  kept  a  marathon  stall 
going  —  with  two  time  outs  to  break  the 
monotony  —  from  4:00  to  0:27.  A  bad  pass 
kept  the  Cougars  from  a  scoring  attempt 
with  three  seconds  left  and  dragged  the 
game  into  a  third  overtime. 

The  last  overtime  saw  a  bit  more  action 
than  the  first  two,  with  a  basket  for  each 
team  in  the  first  minute. 

Williams  drove  it  in  to  pull  the  Utes 
ahead  59-57,  but  Durrant  turned  a  bucket 
and  a  Mannion  foul  into  three  points,  put¬ 
ting  the  Cougars  up  by  one.

Phillip  Brown,  a  resident  of  Spanish  Fork, 
agrees.  He  said  he  wishes  to  have  his  own  value 
system  taught  to  his  children  —  not  that  of  the 
state,  so  he  teaches  his  15  children  at  his  home,  a 
renovated  church  building. 

The  “medium  left,”  on  the  other  hand,  is  con¬ 
cerned  that  the  schools  are  too  narrow  for  their 
children’s  skills.  “They  wish  to  turn  (their  children) 
into  thinking  people,”  said  Amoldsen. 

These  people,  often  highly  educated,  sometimes 
have  access  to  better  learning  resources  than  they 
feel  are  available  at  the  schools  and  wish  to  teach 
their  children  at  home  simply  because  they  feel 
they  can  do  a  better  job. 

One  Alpine  School  District  administrator  said 
parents  take  their  children  out  of  public  schools  to 
avoid  negative  socialization  or  bad  teachers,  or  be¬ 
cause  they  want  more  family  closeness  and  better 
moral  training: 

Neil  J.  Flinders,  an  assistant  professor  in 
elementary  education  at  BYU,  said  that  the  re¬ 
sources  the  government  and  society  have  invested 
in  the  public  education  system  need  to  be  preserved 
rather  than  abandoned.  He  said  that  society  should 
make  an  all-out  effort  to  keep  the  public  school 
system  alive. 

Some  people  feel  that  the  public  educa¬ 
tion  system  is  so  degenerate  they 
would  rather  take  their  children  out 
than  work  to  save  the  system. 

In  his  dissertation,  Benson  outlined 
some  of  what  he  calls  the  “pitfalls”  in  public  educa¬ 
tion  that  home  schools  protest.  He  said  these  in¬ 
clude  secular  humanism,  wrong  values,  immoral¬ 
ity,  drugs,  violence,  incarceration,  social  crippling, 
emotional  stress,  degenerating  health,  inferior 
academics  and  waste  of  time.

The  most  difficult  situation  for  a  consumer  is 
often  when  a  door-to-door  salesman  comes  around, 
Engemann  said.  People  will  purchase  a  $400 
vacuum  cleaner  because  they  cannot  tell  the  sales¬ 
man  no. 

In  the  event  that  consumers  change  their  mind 
concerning  a  purchase  made  from  a  door-to-door 
salesman,  Engemann  said  they  can  void  the  purch¬ 
ase  by  reacting  quickly.  “The  door-to-door  sales  are 
'  not  initiated  by  the  consumer,  so  they  can  anull  the 
contract  within  72  hours  of  purchase  if  the  cost  is 
more  than  $25.” 

The  reasoning  for  this  law  is  that  when  a  consum¬ 
er  goes  to  a  regular  place  of  business,  the  purchase 
is  thought  out  in  advance.  During  a  door-to-door 
sale,  the  consumer  does  not  have  the  opportunity  to
